The thme has come, to turn from 
theorles and te erip hold of cric- 
ket as ft is, What fs the use of 
apeculating upon the way the 
Championship might work out un- 
der an‘entirely new system, when 
counties sre berloning thelr. sea- 
son under the old? Half-an-hour 
of Hlendren in a real match with 
real runs to be scored, is worth a 
week of experiment with a white 
ball In the nets.

cricketer, the splrit- may be willing, 
but the eye may be slow.
